Battering Japs ToUse Bulletsand Ballots

Allied bombers are battering 
with increasing frequency at cn.- | 
emy strongholds in New Ireland | 
and northeast New Guinea, on ei- | 
ther side of the wedge hammered | 
into Japan's southern defenses. 

Another Japanese destroyer was 
bombed at Kavieng, the eighth 
warship to be attacked in that 
New Ireland harbor in the first | 
week of the new year, General | 
Douglas MacArthur reported to- | 
day. At least five of these ships 
were listed as probably sunk. A | 
cargo vessel also was bombed in 
the latest air attack. | 

Since the first of the year Amer: | 
ican bombers daily have attacked | 
airdromes at other key installa. 
tions at Kavieng on the tip of New 
Ireland which juts over New Brit- 
Bin like a protecting roof. 

100 JAPS KILLED 

American planes from the South 
Pacific continued their unrelent- 
ing pressure on Rabaul, key for- 
tress of New Britain, strafing two 
fully-loaded barges. An estimated 
100 Japanese were killed or 
wounded. 

Fighting lulled in the wedge the 
Allies have driven into Japanese 
Gefenses on New Britain and New 
Guinea. A week of attacks and 
counterattacks at Cape Gloucester, 
on the opposite end of New Brit- 
tain from Rabaul, left the Marine’s 
flank on Borgen Bay unchanged. 

MacArthur reported airmen had 
strafed 30 barges, about the only 
means of communication the Japa- 
nese have left. Eight of these 
were laden with troops in Sarang 
harbor, just above Madang. 

The Madang-Alexishafen area,

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Yanks Capture 
San Vittore in 
Bitter Struggle

A new Russian offensive in the 
central Ukraine has broken 
rthrough five German divisions on 
a 62-mile front, has surrounded 
the Dnieper bend stronghold of- 
Kirovograd and today was nearing 
a link with the unchecked north- 
ern Ukrainian drive, part of which 
was now 22 miles inside the old 
Polish border. 

The new offensive by General 
Ivan S. Konev’s second Ukrainian 
army began January 5 and sent 
perhaps 75,000 Germans retreating 
in disorder, abandoning their mili- 
tary equipment and supplies, said 
the Moscow midnight communique 
recorded by the Soviet monitor. 

More than 120 towns and ham- 
lets were captured in this break- 
through that advanced 25 miles in 
the first three days and netted 
large numbers of prisoners from 
the routed Nazi divisions. 


YANKS SLAY 100 NAZIS 

In Italy, the fortress village of 
San Vittore, just six miles from 
Cassino and the flat plains lead- 
ing toward Rome, fell to General 
Mark W. Clark’s Fifth Army at 
3:37 p. m. Thursday after three 
days of desperate, no-quarter 
street fighting with a German gar- 
rison. 

More than 100 prisoners were 
taken and at least that many were 
slain as the strong point in the 
Germans’ winter line was over- 
whelmed, Don Whitehead, Asso- 
clated Press war correspondent, 
reported from the wrecked town. 

San Vittore was captured after 
British and American troops had 
threatened to outflank it entirely 
in their march toward the Italian 
capital, 


FIFTH STORMS MT. MAIO 

American forces to the east of 
Cassino hacked their way forward 
four miles to storm 3,500-foot Mt. 
Maio, cutting the German supply 
road from Gervaro to San Vittore. 
Meanwhile British troops pressing 
up the Garigliano river from the 
south reached the edge of the Cas- 
sino plain, where their tanks 
might go into action for the first 
time. 
DENY SLAV. LANDING 

Reports tracing back to Axis- 
controlled Zagreb said the Allies 
had landed “in force” in Yugo- 
slavia, but Allied headquarters in 
Algiers denied it, and a highly 
placed British source suggested 
all the smoke came from a spark 
of fact: that for some time small 
parties of Allied officers and spe- 
cialists have been going into Yugo- 
slavia to help the Partisans.

The Army and Navy examiners 
also will classify acceptable men 
in three groups—“Army genera! 
service,” “Army limited service” 
and “Navy” (including Marines 
and Coast Guard)—according to 
their physical condition. The Navy 
demands a slightly higher degree 
of physical fitness than does the 
Army. The Army accepts for lim- 
ited service men with physical de- 
fects barring them from general 
service.

Flu Death Rate 
Rises Sharply 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 7.—(4)— 
The flu epidemic moved into the 
new year with the sharpest upturn 
in deaths generally for any week 
since the outbreak assumed major 
proportions late in November. 


A Census Bureau tabulation to- 
day of mortality reports from 89 
major cities throughout the coun- 
try placed the provisional death 
rate for the week ending January 
1 at 19.4 per 1,000 population, a 
2.3-point rise from the previous 
week. 

The bureau said the 13 per cent 
jump pushed the death rate past 
that of the 1936-37 epidemic and 
sent it near the top level reached 
in the 1928-29 outbreak. Mortality, 
however, was far below the 1918 
rate which had a peak 380 per cent 
above normal. 

™ublic health service reports 
meanwhile indicated a nearly 30 
per cent rise in the number of in- 
fluenza cases during the last week 
of the year. Officials added, how- 
ever, that while the general trend 
was upward—with a marked rise

Hull Distrusts 
Bolivia Regime 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 7.—(#)— 
Strong evidence that the United 
States will refuse to recognize the 
revolutionary government of Bo- 
livia came today from Secretary 
of State Hull in these words: 

“Information now available here 
increasingly strengthens the be- 
lief that forces outside Bolivia 
and unfriendly to the defense of 
the American republics inspired 
and aided the Bolivian revolu- 
tion.” 

Only yesterday Hull announced 
that all the American republics 
except Argentina and Bolivia have 
agreed te confer on the Bolivian 
coup. 

While Hull did not mention Ar- 
gentina in connection with the 
“forces outside Bolivia,” his state- 
ment gave added point to the ex- 
clusion of Argentina from the in- 
ternational consultation. It fol- 
lowed widespread reports that Ar- 
gentines may have played an im- 
portant part in the Bolivian over- 
throw. 

Argentina stands alone in the 
Western Hemisphere in its contin- 
ued relations with the Axis.

Traffic Deaths 
Jump in 1943 


Although Atlanta’s traffic fatal- 
ity record for 1943 exceeded the 
1942 fatalities, accidents in At- 
lanta showed a decided slump and 
the injuries were also off, figures 
compiled in the police traffic bu- 
reau reveal. 

In 1943, there were 2,278 acci- 
dents reported to police, while 
during the previous year there 
were 2,578 traffic mishaps. Acci- 
dents resulted in 769 injuries and 
32 deaths in 1943, while for the 
previous year there were 811 in- 
juries and 26 fatalities. 

Commenting on the year’s work, 
Assistant Police Chief G. Neal El- 
lis, in command of the traffic bu- 
reau, said, “The bureau was with- 
out the services of a dozen traffic 
automobiles, eight motorcycles 
and three side-wheel motorcycles 
employed in normal times in 
checking up on illegal parking. 

“The scarcity of gasoline, tires, 
and the manpower shortage made 
it imperative that the 12 automo- 
biles which previously were used 
exclusively for traffic work be as- 
signed to general police duties. 

“While it is true that the fatal- 
ity rate last year exceeded the 
1942 record, the number of acci- 
dents and injuries were way off, 
and under the conditions I con- 
sider the Atlanta’record good. 

“Every city in the United States 
was up against conditions similar 
to those existing here, and Atlan- 
ta’s traffic record for 1943 will 
compare favorably with any other 
city.”

8.802 Planes Produced 
In U.S. During December 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 7.—(#)—December warplane output was 


8,802, 13 more than in November, 
ported today. 

Military and production officials 
had expected a December output 
of 9,000 planes. A hint of expla- 
nation for the failure to reach that 
mark was contained in a statement 
by Executive Vice Chairman 
Charles Wilson of the War Produc- 
tion Board, who referred to a “lag 
in deliveries of airplanes over the 
Christmas holidays.” 

The December output brought 
the year’s total to 85,946 military 
planes of all types, compared with 
1942 production of 47,873. 

Manufacture of heavy, four-en- 
gined bombers surpassed the de- 
livery schedule, Wilson disclosed, 
and over-all production was 95 per 
cent of schedule. 

“This represents an average pro- 
duction of 339 airplanes for each 
working day in December, which 
continues the upward production 
trend of the past year, particular- 
ly in terms of airplane weight de- 
livered,” said Wilson, who com- 
bines his WPB job with the ehair- 
manship of the Aircraft Produc- 
tion Board, made up of Army, 
Navy and WPB representatives. 

While the production gain in 
1943 over 1942 was 80 per cent in 
numbers, the proportion of heavy 
combat types delivered rose to 
such an extent that the tonnage of 
the aircraft increased 127 per 
cent, from 37,000,000 pounds 
monthly at the start of 1943 to 84.,- 
000,000 pounds <- December,

Arnall Broadcasts to Nation 


In its fastest and most harmo- 
nious session, the legislature, by 
unanimous action, has made Geor- 
gia the first state to pass a law 
facilitating soldier votes in 1944. 

Governor Arnall signed the 
measure immediately after sine 
die adjournment at 10:40 a. m. 
yesterday, while newsreel cameras 
and press cameras clicked. 

The senate approved the bill 
by a vote of 39 to 0 yesterday, 
two days after the house had 
passed it by a 143-to-0 vote. 

Efforts of Senator Hall, of the 
fiftieth district, to keep poll taxes 
as a requirement for soldier vot- 
ing and to eliminate the provision 
setting up a war ballot commis- 
sion were overwhelmingly defeat- 
ed. Hall cast the only vote in 
favor of his amendments. 

Senator Lovett’s attempt to pro- 
vide for a presidential preferen- 
tial primary jn Georgia received 
only one aye vote. 

BILL PASSED QUICKLY 

Within 40 minutes after the ses- 
sion convened at 9 a. m., the sen- 
ate had passed the bill as sent 
to it by the house. The house 
was notified, and both branches 
adjourned. 

In the house, Speaker Harris 
looked forward to the regular ses- 
sion in 1945 and predicted that 
legislators would have before it 
Georgia's revised constitution. He 
said consideration of this docu- 
ment probably would take be- 
tween three and four weeks of the 
legislature’s time. Harris expressed 
hope that present members of the 
general assembly will be back to 
work on this important program. 

Both the senate and house 
adopted resolutions praising Rep- 
resentative Elliott Hagan, of Scre- 
ven, and Senator Orsbon Foster 
for their patriotism in waivink ex- 
emptions and entering the armed 
forces. 

The soldier voting bill makes 
registration and battlefront bal- 
loting easier for Georgia’s 250,000 
men and women of the armed 
forces. It provides more time for 
ballots to be sent to and return 
from the battle area. It exempts 
them from poll taxes. And it sets 
up a war ballot commission to 
administer the act. 

SENDING BALLOTS ° 

It authorizes any relative or 
friend to request that a registra- 
tion card and ballat be sent to a 
member of the military forces. 
Qualification time for candidates 
is determined at least 90 days pre- 
ceding the election. The soldier 
does not have to have his card 
or ballot notorized, and he can 
send it back to his home county 
without using registered mail. The 
legislature asked congress to per- 
mit the ballots to be returned by 
air mail. 

The war ballot commission is 


é 


composed of the Governor, the 
president of the senate, the speak- 
er of the house, the attorney gen- 
eral, and the secretary of state. 

The measure is temporary, and 
will automatically expire upon 
convening of the first legislature 
after the war ends. 

The clerk of the house will stay 
here three days to prepare copies 
of the bill and distribute them to 
tax commissioners, ordinaries and 
registrars of each county. 


PREDICTS ENDORSEMENT 

Speaking on a nation-wide radio 
hookup from Atlanta, Governor 
Arnall has predicted other states 
will follow Georgia’s example in 
“providing a method by which the 
voice of the men and women in 
our armed services may be heard 
on public affairs.” 

The Governor said Georgia’s sol- 
dier-vote legislation—passed unan- 
imously by both houses and signed 
yesterday by Arnall—can be used 
as a model for guaranteeing the 
franchise of eleven million Ameri- 
cans in the armed forces. Arnall; 
in his talk originating last night 
from WSB, boasted of Georgia be 
coming the first state to make it 
easy for service men and women 
to cast ballots from the battlefront. 

“This year, in every state, there 
will be party primaries and gen- 
eral elections of exceptional im- 
portance,” the Governor said. “It 
is imperative to the future of de- 
mocracy and free government that 
the men and women in the armed 
services be permitted to vote. In 
Georgia, we have met that chal- 
lenge. The general assembly of 
Georgia, which last year initiated 
|the program of permitting all citi- 
zens subject to military service— 
all those above the age of 18—to 
vote in elections, today by unani- 
mous vote of both branches of the 
legislature, provided an effective 
system of absentee voting for those 
in the service.” 


West Virginia Passes 


Soldier-Vote Bill 


CHARLESTON, W. Va. Jan. 7. 
(P)—West Virginia today passed 
specific soldier-voting legislation 
by approving a bill which from 
now until June 30, 1947, would 
allow those in the armed services

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Soldier Vote Bill 

The people of Georgia may well be proud of this state’s 
leadership in the enactment of legislation to facilitate voting by 
absentee servicemen. 

Quickly, when a dilatory congress decided that it was a question 
for the various states to decide, did Governor Ellis Arnall take 
action. Having long held that Joo much has been said about 
‘states’ rights, too little about states’ obligations, Georgia’s chief 
executive was determined that nothing would prevent the state’s 
quarter million servicemen and women from exercising their 
voting prerogatives in the forthcoming elections. 

On Saturday he issued a call for a special session. On Monday 
the legislators met. That afternoon administration leaders got 
together in the Governor's office to compose differences in the 
house and senate bills, to inculcate in one measure whatever 
amendments were deemed necssary to make it acceptable to all. 
Wednesday it passed the house ... unanimously. Yesterday it 
passed the senate ... again unanimously. By noon it had been 
signed by the Governor and was a part of the law of the State. 
By last night, the last solon had gone home. 

Thus, in less than six days from the time Governor Arnall 
issued the call for the extra session, Georgia has fulfilled its 
obligation to those of its sons and daughters in the uniform of 
Uncle Sam, 

It is, all things considered, a good bill. It is, first, last and 
always, a simple one. Any serviceman or woman, their relatives, 
or friends, have merely to request of the tax collector or ordinary 
that a registration card or ballot be sent. This is done, and the 
serviceman fills in his ballot, signs it on the back, and returns 
it to the county official in an envelope marked “Ballot.” It is 
opened, and counted, at the courthouse precinct on election day. 
That is all there is to it. 

And yet it represents a very real contribution to the preserva- 
tion of democracy. And certainly, as a symbol and more, it will 
be appreciated by those who have laid down their private pursuits 
to take up arms in defense of freedom. 

In passing it, first and without opposition, the state legislature 
has added another jewel to Georgia’s crown. 


Crime Decreases | 
Much gratification must be felt in the annual report of the 
Atlanta Police Department which shows a sharp decrease in major 
crimes for this city during 1943. This decrease is all the more 
notable when it is remembered that the last year witnessed a 
substantial increase in population due to war conditions. 

Undoubtedly one of the prime causes for this satisfactory 
trend is the fact there is little, if any, unemployment now. Many 
an individual who might be impelled into crime through idleness 
or lack of necessities, remains on the right side of the law when 
he, or she, is fully occupied and is earning an honest living. 

Another contributing factor is the better control of liquor. 
Among the notable decreases are those of persons arrested for 
drunkenness or drunk driving. The past year saw the system of 
State licenses for liquor stores get into approximately full swing 
and the improvement over the old days of widespread bootlegging 
is evidenced in the record of arrests on these two counts. 

It is sad, however, that the one category in which arrests 
increased was that of commercial vice. This reflects that serious 
problem of juvenile delinquency. Perhaps, during 1944, we can 
tackle that problem in such a manner that these arrests, too, 
will be reduced. A good move in that direction has already been 
made by the finance committee of city council in recommending 
a quadrupled appropriation for city playgrounds for 1944. 


Three Medical Presidents 


Properly proud is the Fulton County Medical Association which 
held its annua! dinner Thursday night. From its own membership 


it introduced the president of the American Medical Association, 


Dr. James A. Paullin; Dr. E. G. Ballenger, president of the 
Southern Medical Association, and Dr. W. A. Selman, president of 
the Georgia association. 

The Fulton county association is one of the most progressive 
in the nation. Its contribution to the war has been magnificent. 
It has vision for the future of medicine and its service is being 
made available to more and more people. Under the able direction 
of Dr. Ben Hill Clifton, its new president, the association looks 
forward to another year of progress. 


Mr. Justice Frankfurter Dissents 


While we do not at al! subscribe to the charges by a hysterical! 
few impugning the loyalty of Mr. Justice Frankfurter to the 
American form of government, we do think Mr. Frankfurter merits 
the criticism which recently has come to him from two separate 
sources. ; 

One was a criticism written by Professor John T. Ganoe, of the 
University of Oregon, in the Law Review of the state. He described 
Justice Frankfurter as “obsessed with the idea that a member 
of the Supreme Court must be a statesman and thus determine 
tne direction of our growth.” 

Now come Justices Black and Murphy criticizing their associate 
in a dissenting opinion because he “apparently wishes to interpret 
them (patent laws) on the basis of his own personal views on 
morals and ethics.” So uhusual was this vigorous dissent that it 
- Teceived wide circulation in news reports over the nation. 

We believe the public generally will agree with the dissenting 
justices that for Justice Frankfurter to replace precedent of law 


with his own personal views and interpretation of ethics, is: 


dangerous business.

Do you know how to make the 
top layer of a world? It is very |

You dig a shallow trench 
in the center of the field and fill it 
with rich topsoil which is squirm- 
ing with earthworms. Then sit 
back and let nature take its course. 

As the worins multiply, they eat | 
their way into the adjoining sub- | 
soil, digesting it as they go. They | 
make tunnels to the surface, and 
these admit air and water. They 
ring each tunnel mouth with their 
excretions. 

The birds and cattle bring seed, 
and soon you have grass and 
shrubs and little trees, and their 
roots bind the soil.

They come up to me and one said, ‘Ain’t there a statue of General

He was dashing at Bull Run, where only the tall schoolmaster 
from Virginia asked for 10,000 fresh men to follow the rout of the 
Federal troops into Washington. 

He was a good man, I guess, if not a great general, But he had 
something that made people love him and follow him, He had that 
quality which would make the three countrymen from Georgia 
come, as old men, to cry and pray at his statue and get good and 
drunk remembering him and his glory: And, I suspect, their own.

Let’s Plan To Explore 
Venus, Mars To Begin 


Since 'way back then the writers of “dream 
fiction” have been carrying their readers on 
visits to the moon, the planets and other distant ; 
planetary systems by means of space ships pro- , 
pelled by rockets. ’Way back in my own boyhood H. G. Wells was 
writing that kind of stuff. That was before he developed into a 
sociological pundit and wrote weightier tomes. One of those early 
efforts of his, quite exciting to read, was about a newly married 
couple who traveled in such a vehicle to all the planets of the solar 
system. And discovered most peculiar types of humans on each one. 
About all I remember now is that his people on Venus had feathers 
on their heads, instead of hair. If you can find a copy in some old 
library, the name of the work is “Honeymoon in Space.” 

Well, now we read the rocket idea for airship propulsion has 
actually been adopted. We, and our British allies, have developed 
a rocket plane which, if descriptions in the news are accurate, is 
something remarkable. One comment upon it, as I recall, is that 
it removes practically all limitation of flying speed. Think of it! 


The poor plane designers have been held down to a pitiful 500 miles | 


per hour with the old-fashioned propelled motivated planes. 
the rocket plones it is said they can go far faster than this. 

And, for a man who remembers when 40 miles an hour in an 
automobile was sensational, those speeds are rather shocking. 

S There is every indication it will be just 
TOO BAD FOR AX! too bad for Hitler, Tojo, et al. when 
these rocket planes really get into war service. As far as that goes, 
the tougher we can make it for the Axis, anyway, the better. 

But, if rocket-propelled planes are an actuality, as they say, if 
they can attain speeds beyond 500 miles per hour in the earth’s 
atmosphere, it does seem dimly possible that the day will come 
when man can travel from one planet to another. Maybe the scien- 
tification fictionists have been writing prophetic stuff, after all. 

Once the rocket power is fully developed, the problems to be 
faced before man can set out, say, on a trip to the moon and back, 
are numerous, but, if we have solved the rocket idea, it would be 
fatuous to argue that the other problems cannot be solved, some day. 

We'll have to find a way of making our rocket ships impervious 
to the terrific cold of space beyond the atmosphere. We'll have to 
provide them with breathable air and livable heat. 

We'll have to make a rocket that will push the ship along even 
when there’s no atmosphere to push against. 

We'll have to find a way of steering without atmosphere and of 
reducing speed so that safe landings on the moon, say, can be made. 

Then, most difficult of all, we’ll have to devise a means of take- 
off that is safe and certain under any conditions. For instance, 
from the surface of the moon which is supposed not to have any 
atmosphere at all. 

There may come a day when the térrific problems will be solved. 
There may come a day when earthbound man will shake those 
shackles and become a citizen of all creation, 

Maybe our descendants, some day, will be taking holiday trips 
to Venus or Mars or Saturn or Jupiter. Who knows? 

It seems utterly fantastic today. 

But don’t forget how fantastic airplane flight seemed in the 
early days of our own century nor how fantastic rocket propulsion 
for planes seemed only yesterday—literally yesterday.

Willkie Laid Self Open 


To Pravda Criticism 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 7.—Wendell L. Willkie 
has just had his ears pinned back by Pravda, 
semiofficial publication of the Soviet Union, for 
injecting himself into the question of what Rassia ” 
is planning to do about Poland and the smaller Baltic countries near 
her boundaries after the war is over. 


Pravda was complaining of certain remarks contained in an 
article written by Mr. Willkie for the New York Times Sunday 


Magazine. 


Although written under the title of “Don't Stir Distrust of 
Russia,” the Moscow publication claimed that the article did just 
that, in view of the Willkie declaration that the question of the future 
status of small European states was most delicate and imminent, 
because “with every mile the Red army advances toward the Polish 
frontiers the United Nations are driven nearer a crisis.” 


All of this does sound very much like riding two horses at the 
same time, or, as Pravda put it,a play for votes (referring to the 
Willkie presidential campaign) on both side of the Russian question. 


What is more significant about the whole incident, however, ts 
the notice which Pravda serves, in its reply to the Willkie article, 
that “the Baltic problem is an internal affair of the Soviet Union” 
which Moscow expects to settle without outside interference. 


That seems to call for a more realistic review of what our policy 
should be with respect to the Baltic question, once the war is over 
and we are confronted with the task of adjusting new European 


boundaries. 


TOO MANY EXCITED Too many elements in our diverse 


population are already getting excited 
about the matter. The Polish government in exile is demanding 
a restoration of the country’s old boundaries. Other demands will 
be made in time for the preservation of the territorial integrity of 
the smaller Baltic and Balkan republics. 


These are the little countries bordering on Russia. Before the 
last World War, parts of their territory formed a part of old Russia. 
Because of the revolution, Russia, although fighting on the side of 
the Allies at the beginning of the war, was not a prime figure in 
the Versailles peace treaty negotiations. Concessions were made 


against her. 


TWO DEMANDS At the recent. Moscow conference of Allied 

foreign ministers, Premier Stalin is reported 
to have told Secretary of State Hull that he had only two major 
demands to make at the coming peace table. ‘he first of these was 
that Russia have restored to it all of the lands which formed a 
part of the country’s original boundaries under the Czars. 


Stalin indicated that he might not even insist on the little coun- 
tries involved being turned over to Russia completely. He would 
be content, it was suggested, to have them retain their individual 
sovereignties, but transferred to Russian jurisdiction as a de- 
pendency. 


What he is thought to have had in mind mostly was Latvia, 
Estonia and Lithuania, together perhaps with parts of Poland. 


Now whatever may be the basis of the Russian claims, a realis- 
tic treatment of the whole question demands that.we offer no 


opposition. ; 


SAVED BY RUSSIA No one can dispute that the Russians 


have borne the brunt of the European 
war so far. Without the splendid resistance of the Red army we 
would have been confronted with a five or ten-year war. It would 
have taken that much time for the United States and Britain to 
beat the Axis down. No one can say for sure that we would have 
succeeded even then. With the whole of Europe in his hands, Hitler 
would have had enough resources at his command to prolong the 
war indefinitely. 


The Russians, by holding the Germans off until we could marshal 
our forces, have made it possible for us to see the early victory 
which is now in sight. Great sections of the Soviet Union have 
been overrun and destroyed by Hitler's invasion. Millions of her 
soldiers and civilians have been slaughtered. 


_ Against this background of Russian war effort, can we afford 
to squabble with an ally over the future status of a few little coun- 
tries to which she may assert some historical or economic claim? 


Certainly not. 


COULD DO NOTHING But a second and even more appre 
priate question presents itself. What 


could we do about it if we did object to the absorption of the little 
countries? Obviously nothing. We certainly would not be willing 
to go to war over the question. 


Our only sensible course, therefore, seems to call for leaving 
those problems alone. Russia’s contribution to the Allied war effort 
has been so great we and the British can il! afford to inject any 
issue related to the Baltic situation that would threaten the collab- 
oration in maintaining world peace which we expect from Moscow 
after the conflict is over, 


. People who try to stir up issues of the kind are extremely short- 
sighted and unrealistic. They do the country no good.
